1 . The claims 1-9 are pending in the instant office action. 

Restriction

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13,1.

Group I, claims 1-5, drawn to recombinant microorganism for the preparation of D-amino 
acids wherein genes encoding D-amino acid oxidase or D-serine dehydratase is 
inactivated. 

Group II, claims 6-9, drawn to process for the preparation of D-amino acid using the 
microorganisms of group I. 



The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 

under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 

technical features for the following reasons: 

Though group II uses the product of group I they do not share same technical feature 
because group I product can be used in other process having different technical feature such as 
to produce enzymes. 
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Furthermore, the technical feature linking groups I-II appears to be that they all 
relate to the recombinant microorganism of group I which does not constitute a "special 
technical feature" as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, because it does not claim a feature, which 
defines a contribution over the prior art as recombinant microorganism (E. coli) encoding 
mutant D-serine dehydratase wherein D-serine dehydratase inactivated is taught by Marceau et 
al. (JBC 1988, pp 16926-16933)
